Selectmen's Report 


The past year was one in which progress was made in 
recreation facilities, sewage discussions, town build- 
ings, roads, and water. 


Recreation facilities located at the corner of North 
Brownell Road and Industrial Avenue were started. Land 
was cleared, earth moved, and a stone subbase installed 
for two tennis courts and a hockey rink. 


A Little League field was laid out with topsoil 
spread over the sand and with a little "hustle", could 
be ready for this season. G.B.I.C. donated another 
piece of land (2.7 acres) in this area which now con- 
sists of about eight acres. 


Sewage discussions with Essex Junction and Essex Town 
have been held and are continuing. We have signed a 
contract with an Engineering Firm to provide us with 
plans and services needed to further this project. A 
bond vote could be held by the middle of 1977, and if 
approved by all parties, construction would begin in 
Pie tae ODetnat year. 


The "Brick Church" remodeling is progressing and 
should be completed by April. 


The opportunity came up concerning the purchase of a 
steel building (3600 square feet) from the federal 
government for taxes due them. Your selectmen for the 
past several years have discussed the need for a town 
garage which would be larger and capable of storing 
all our equipment inside. We therefore decided to 
place a bid, and we were successful. The building is 
about two years old and is located behind the Agway 
Store. Two acres of land, a small cement block oil 
storage building, and two 5000 gallon fuel oil and gas 
storage tanks are part of the purchase cost. After 
making some repairs and improvements, the cost to the 
town is about one-half the cost of a new building, 
land etc. Revenue Sharing funds were used to complete 
the transaction. 


The Public Works Department purchased a new truck 
and snowplow. After much bidding and cancelling of 
bids by various companies, the Department settled on 
a Mack truck. As every one knows, the cost of every- 
thing went up in 1974 and the Public Works Department 
purchases of gravel, hot mix, sand, salt, etc. was not 
exceptions. Perhaps costs will stablize in WS ae 


Water Department revenues are up due to an increase 
in customers. Several main lines were added to the 
system. Concentration was placed on tightening up the 
system to prevent leakage. The Water Commissioners 
Signed a bond note to pay off its indebtedness over a 
20 year period. 


Many people have provided us time and effort to 
further projects deemed necessary to Williston, and we 
wish to thank all those who stepped forward to improve 
Our town.

Police Department. 

The Williston Fire Department, founded in August 1949 
by Howard Lunderville and the late Roland Osborne, 
celebrated its 25th anniversary. At that time it honor- 
ed Mrs. Betty Shortsleeves, the Department's chief 
"red phone' operator for her twenty-two years of prompt 
and efficient service which saved the Town millions of 
dollars in Fire damage.

A 1970 International truck was purchased from 
Burlington and the 2200 gallon tank given to the 
Department by Mr. Ned Pettengil of Royalton, This is 
the second tank he has given.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


The library has continued to enjoy active use in 1974, 
with a circulation of 9162 volumes. With the strong 
financial support of the town, the librarian, Mrs. Lane, 
has been able to purchase 229 new books, for both the 
childrens and-aduilt collection.’ The’ total” book co: 
lection now stands at 6654 volumes, in addition to the 
approximately 300 volumes borrowed from the state at 
any given time. Mrs. Lane has continued to hold a week- 
ly story hour which is much appreciated by many pre- 
schoolers. In addition, she stands ready to help any 
reader make full use of the library services, including 
obtaining books from the state Inter-Library Loan 
service. 

The Williston Library was fortunate this year to 
receive a grant of $2,000 from the Vermont Department 
of Libraries standards. This grant is federally funded 
under Title 1, "Library and Construction Acts". We 
expect to use this grant for some changes within the 
building for a reading room upstairs and a combined 
study area and work room downstairs. A committee is 
currently working on these plans. 

The Trustees would once again like to express their 
appreciation to the many individuals who contribute so 
generously, both in gifts and in time. We enjoy the 
continuing support of the Friends of the Library, and 
with them have published a Newsletter to inform 
residents of current library events. 

This next year will see the Library increasingly 
involved in preparations for the Bicentennial, and we 
hope as many of you as possible will participate in 
this project. Recently established in the library is 
a "Williston Shelf" which contains many interesting 
items about the town and its families. 

The 1975 proposed budget for the Library reflects 
our support of efforts to hold down costs wherever 
possible. With careful use of our own funds we feel we 
can maintain the present level of operation by asking 
for town support to the extent of the current figure

During the past year, your Planning Commission has 
been concerned mainly with its administrative respon- 
sibilities. No major changes in zoning related 
ordinances have been proposed although possible changes 
in our subdivision ordinance have been discussed. 

The slow down of development in Williston has 
paralleled that in other communities. The only major 
industrial development has been the addition of the 
Sno Jet warehouse to the GBIC Park. 

Several small sub-divisions ( five lots or less ) 
were approved. O'Brien's Court, located on Rt 2A, was 
the only substantial new residential subdivision. As 
required by the subdivision ordinance, the Planning 
Commission held a public hearing before each subdivision 
was approved by the Commission and by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

There has been little commercial activity in the 
past year. The largest project completed was the re- 
placement of the Taft's Corners store with a small 
shopping center. 

Plans for next year include the continued review of 
our subdivision ordinance; the planning of future 
power corridors; and the consideration of changes in 
our zoning ordinance.

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Report of Parks and Recreation Commission 


Construction at the new Town recreation area began in 
1974. Due to the great increase in costs since the pro- 
ject was first estimated in 1972, it was necessary to 
economize by utilizing volunteer help, town equipment 
and manpower, etc. Therefore, progress was slower than 
expected.

Report of Visiting Nurse Association

Home visiting services to the sick and disabled in- 
creased and continue to be the major services provided 
in the Town of Williston. The volumne does not adeouate- 
ly reflect the problems the Agency has in obtaining 
adequate funding for out-of-institutional care of the 
long-term chronically ill person. The major worker need- 
ed to enable a broader range of services for the 
chronically ill is the homemaker home health aide. Un- 
fortunately, financial incentives continue to encourage 
institutionalization as opposed to care of the in- 
dividual in his own home environment. In spite of this 
continuing constraint, efforts were made to provide 
those services that prevent or shorten hospital or 
nursing home placement and rehabilitation services 
through a team of nurses, aides, physical therapists, 
occupational therapists, speech therapists, psychiatric 
social worker, working in consultation with the attend- 
ing physician. 

The major problems for which patients were seen in 
the Town of Williston were chronic illness, heart 
disease, stroke, arthritis, cancer, diabetes, orthopedic 
problems, and mental illness. The Town funds supported 
twenty-Two (22) percent of the total cost of ‘services 
provided to the residents of WilliSton. The Town funds 
are utilized when there is no other source of reinc- 
bursement such as Medicare or Medicaid, private in- 
surance, veteran's administration, patient fees, etc. 

Maternal child and family health services are pre- 
ventive and educational programs provided in a variety 
of settings. Group education classes continue to grow, 
and an infant care class was recently added to the 
other parenthood and preparation for labor and delivery 
classes. Home visiting services are provided where 
there is a high risk complication of pregnancy or after 
delivery. Highrisk factors may include such problems as 
mental illness, medical problems, nurtitional problems, 
etc. Services in the maternal child and family health 
program aim to prevent problems before creating stress 
or physical damage. These services are financed through 
patient fees, United Community Services, Health Depart- 
ment Grants and Town Funds. 


The Town of Williston continues to be represented on 
the Visiting Nurse Association Board of Directors, and 
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it is through this representation that we hope to better 
be able to identify community needs. We are grateful to 
the Town of Williston’for its continuing support.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


This is my sixth annual report to be submitted 
relative to your school. 

I will first present the statistics for the Williston 
School District from the annual State Statistical Report 
for the School year ending June 30, 1974.

The opening enrollment this year was about 609 pupils. 
This is about 1% below last year's figure which in- 
dicates a cooling of our population drop. We anticipate 
that our enrollment will remain at about 600 for grades 
1-8 for at least the next five years. 

Three years ago, the Williston Central School Board 
implemented an annual progress report from the schools 
principals, This report included both short and long- 
range objectives based on instructional and operational 
aspects, of our school. 

Marian Stroud, Principal in charge of instruction, 
reported that in curriculum, the administration and 
faculty have concentrated on coordinating the 
mathematics and reading instruction. This involves the 
development of a sequential progression of objectives 
and activities throughout grades 1-8. Summer Curriculum 
work and year-round inservice programs for the faculty 
have contributed to the efficiency with which the work 
is being accomplished. As a further benefit to the 
Williston program, our teachers have continued to work 
with the CSSD Reading and Mathematics Committees. 

These committees are providing minimal learning ob- 
jectives and basic competencies in both subject areas 
to, oursnssechool. 

This year, a high percentage of the Williston 
faculty have participated in UVM Graduate programs 
with the CSSD Consulting Teachers. The emphasis of the 
work has been the development of accountable curriculum 
systems. As part of this accountability effort, they 
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have developed activities and strategies which ensure 
every student is working to the best of his capabilities 
and that curriculum objectives are being met. 

Community involvement in school programs has expanded 
this year. Emphasis has been placed on planning and 
structuring worthwhile learning-teaching situations for 
students and volunteers. In addition to our group 
programs, two new and significant projects are the 
Reading Tutor Program which offers individual tutorial 
instruction, and the Food Science Program in which 
volunteers meet regularly with small groups of students 
in activity based instruction. 

Bob Mitchell, Principal in charge of operation, out- 
lined and discussed the implications of future paving, 
an updated heating and ventilation system, roof repairs, 
and safety standards on the future school budget. High- 
lighted in this report was the survey done by the 
Jennison Engineering Corporation which dealt with the 
heating survey recommendations for the primary wing 
building. These recommendations included replacing the 
obsolete and inefficient boiler in the primary wing. 

It was reported that the roof area located over the 
cafeteria, learning center, and boiler room had 
deteriorated to the point where immediate attention 
was needed. Area architects and State Department 
facility consultants had been included in the recom- 
mendations concerning this roof area. 

The school maintenance program has continued to con- 
centrate on preventative maintenance and its effects, 
as shown in reduced early operational expenses. © 

The transportation system has taken another step 
toward district centralization by utilizing Champlain 
Valley Union High School's buses for transporting 
Williston Central School's students. In turn the 
Williston school buses cooperate in the transportation 
of high school students. 

The Board extended its thanks to the custodians and 
transportation staff. It was felt by the Board that 
they now have a clearer outline of what is to be 
expected for each oncoming school year in terms of 
budget preparation. 

I believe we have developed a responsible budget 
which accurately reflects the needs of the school. This 
budget has been carefully scrutinized by your Board 
before being presented to you. I sincerely hope that 
every individual in our community will take the time 
to carefully review this budget. Please ask the neces- 
sary questions of the school staff, the Administrative 
personnel, Board members, or call Central Office 
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(985-3356) in order to be thoroughly clear on this 
budget and what it means in terms of instruction and 
care of your building. 

We wish to thank the people of Williston for their 
continued interest in the Williston Central School. It 
is a pleasure for those of us in the administration to 
have an opportunity to deal with a concerned public 
who offer constructive criticism concerning the 
operation of their school.

Report of the Williston School Board 


The Board is pleased to report overall progress in 
the School this past year. Significant improvements 
were made in the areas of curriculum development, 
student control and discipline, reporting to parents, 
and transportation of students. 

As you may know, Mrs. Marilyn Cameron resigned to 
spend more time with her family. We were pleased to 
have the opportunity to hire Mrs. Marion Stroud to 
replace her. We welcome Marion and offer her the 
challenge to continue to improve our school program 
and provide a strong educational opportunity for each 
student in our school. Mr. Bob Mitchell has done an 
excellent job in his areas of primary responsibility- 
physical plant, transportation, cafeteria, special 
areas- and in addition is providing an increasing 
amount of faculty leadership in our school and through 
out the Chittenden South District. 

The Board is also pleased with the efforts of its 
staff who have worked hard on self-improvement 
programs and the development of curriculum materials 
during the regular school year and throughout the 
summer as well. 

Many thanks to’*Mr. Chase and the custodial crew’ for 
COnciiving stherr’fane Vyob The schoo land “the qrounds 
have never looked better. We would also like to 
compliment Mrss*Prim, our hot-lunch supervisor, ‘for 
her dilegent efforts to put the hot-lunch program on 
a self supporting basis for the first time in many 
years. Participation is at an all time high and is 
the best in the CSSD. 
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Our teachers continue to make use of collective bar- 
gaining with the School District under Vermont State 
Law. At this time negotiations are in progress, but 
no agreement has been reached. Because of this, the 
budget figures for salary and insurance are tentative 
and subject to change based on the results of 
negotiations. This year the teachers are represented 
by a professional negotiator provided by the American 
Federation of Teachers. 

We are continuing our programs of building and 
grounds preventative maintenance, repair, and im- 
provement. Our major problems outside are still related 
to heavy clay soil and poor drainage. Inside we will 
continue painting and construction of student storage 
areas. We anticipate a certain amount of continued 
expense in these areas. 

The goal of the school board was to prepare a level 
funded budget. Inflation effecting salaries, operating 
supplies, and particularly utilities made this 
extremely difficult. However, we are proposing an 
operating budget which increases spending by only 4.2%. 
Because of the projected cash balance and the 
anticipated increase in grand list, this budget re- 
quires an increase of only 1.2% in tax dollars which 
should not increase the local school tax rate. 

After considerable deliveration, the Board re- 
commends adoption of the special articles for 
kindergarten, furnace replacement, and roof replace- 
ment. 

The majority of the Board recommends an affirmative 
vote on the kindergarten question this year. For many 
years Williston has been developing a strong 
comprehensive educational program for its youngsters, 
with the exception of kindergarten. Educationally 
this is an important time in our children's develop- 
ment. For several years the Board has supported the 
concept of public kindergarten education for all 
children. This year the Board encourages its adoption 
as part of the school program. While the cost of 
education to the taxpayer continues to be a critical 
problem, and the initial cost will increase next year, 
subsequent kindergarten programs result in a net 
Savings to the taxpayer. Increased state aid result- 
ing from increased "average daily membership" will 
bring state aid revenues in excess of expenses. 
Another problem in the past has been space. Because 
the enrollment has decreased, and appears to be level 
at about 610 students, classroom space is available 
without major alterations. 

Our school is faced with two serious building 
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Maintenance problems which demand immediate attention. 
First is the heating system in the primary wing of the 
building. For several years we have been operating 
with a very marginal, energy-wasting system. The 
boilers are obsolete which makes obtaining repair parts 
nearly impossible. Consultants have estimated that 
between 18% and 25% of the fuel oil used in these 
boilers is wasted up the stack, and an additional 
Significant amount of heat is lost through the open 
roof vents. After consultation with several different 
engineering firms, the best alternative seems to be 
replacement of the furnaces and installation of 
thermostatically controlled air-circulating equipment. 
The new boilers will be installed as part of our main 
boiler room, thereby consolidating the heating plant 
within the school. We propose financing this over a 
ten year period. After the first year, state aid will 
reduce the effect on tax rate. 

The second problem is concerned with replacing fail- 
ing roof sections primarily over the cafeteria - 
library area. This roof has developed serious struct- 
ural problems and must be replaced in spite of the 
fact that it is only about 9 years old. We are trying 
to obtain some money from an elusive roof bond. At the 
present time we do not know if our efforts will be 
successful. We are proposing that this work also be 
financed over a ten year period. Again state aid will 
reduce: the tax effect after the first year. 

The board extends its thanks to our fine 
administrative team, teachers and staff who continue 
to work hard to provide Williston students the best 
education possible at a reasonable cost. Special 
thanks also to the parents and the entire community 
for their criticism and strong support. We urge all 
interested members of the community to participate in 
thenatrairs of ,your rschool.
